Apart from the indent, there is no 
record regarding complete utilisation of the materials given 
on lump basis for the work and whether any balance of 
materials lvere left tmulilisecl, A register indicated as 
'Measurement Register’ has been opened where details by 
items of work done has been recorded work-wise for alt the 
four barns (barn-wise) e.g. 

(1) ”F,. W. excavation” is recorded in page 1, for all the 
4 barns separate for each barn. 

(ii) Brickwork in foundation 1:0 on page 4-5. 

The works have been executed partly by muster roll labour 
and partly by piece-workers but the specific works done by 
the muster roll labour are not recorded in the measurement 
register. 

In this connection, the following remaiks arc made:— 

(1) As referred to above, it lias not been possible for audit 
to verify whether all the materials issued to the works were 
fully utilised and there was no balance of materials ivhcn 
the work was completed on I9th February, 1959. Separate 
statement comparing the total quantity of each of the mate- 
rials issued with the data requirement of materials tor items 
o( ivork actually executed, may please lie worked out . and 
flic balance of materials, if any, arranged to be disposed of. 
Action lakcn may be intimated to audit. 

(2) The measurements for the work done both by casual 
labour and piece-workers should have been recorded chro- 
nologically for each Individual work separately as work had 
progressed giving cross reference to the muster-roll payment 
and payments to pieceworkers. It is suggested that in sueh 
rases of departmental execution of woiks measurements may 
be recorded in prescribed measurement and procedure for 
payment etc., as in Y-ogue in the Central Public Works Depart- 
meiit niav be followed in future
